stitutions. 


Meanwhile the Peace 
Corps steps up its recruit¬ 
ing, in particular planning 
to send over 500 volunteers 
to Hawaii for training be¬ 
fore they go on to Microne¬ 
sia, an American - adminis¬ 
tered U.N. trust territory in 
the Western Pacific, one of 
a group of islands in a tro¬ 
pical paradise setting but 
with inadequate schools 
and medical care, lack of 
roads, sanitation or ade¬ 
quate water supplies. A 
number of students from 
the L-A. area are going.

Tlie proposal makes no 
allowance for Police expan¬ 
sion, except that after re¬ 
moval of the fire depart¬ 
ment, it is anticiapted that 
more room would bo avail¬ 
able at the City Hall for ex¬ 
pansion of city facilities and 
Police, but no moneys were 
indicated in the budget for 
remodeling of the facilities. 

Along with regular busi¬ 
ness the netx "go round” on 
the budget will be held on 
July 12, this being after a 
personnel session and Lib¬ 
rary board meeting.
